Equal Suffrage Amendment, After Running Much 


Behind, Given New Life by Back Counties; 
Suffrage Leaders Express Hope of- Victory. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 11.—Tabulation of the constitutional amendment 


election held in this state yesterday indicated at 1:30 o'clock this morning that the 
women suffrage provision, previously conceded to have been beaten, was making a 
close run. Complete return$from 1367 precincts out of the 3120 in the state g»v» 
60,968 in favor, 63,589 against. This showed such a decided change, due princi- 
pally to the back county vote, that the suffragists claimed that the amendment 
had carried.
